Hi  Lynne  - just  crawling  out  from  a bunch  of  fire  drills  and  catching  up  on  email.  I didn  ’t  want 
to  give  you  the  wrong  impression  at  all  - as  I’ve  told  Teena  - you  are  the  most  proactive  member 
of  the  mining  team  - and  everything  you  do  is  very  much  appreciated.  I think  it  would  be  good 
to  have  a conversation  with  the  mining  team  about  information  sharing  and  how  it  should  best 
happen.  Up  until  now,  primarily  because  I’m  half  time  and  there  was  much  in  place  before  I was 
handed  this  work,  it  really  hasn’t  concerned  me  that  people  just  send  stuff  around  - but 
increasingly  national  and  international  issues  of  significance  with  respect  to  mining  are 
dominating  my  time  - and  much  of  this  requires  some  thought  before  determining  where  to 
disseminate  and  how  the  messaging  should  work.  I may  not  be  in  this  position  for  long,  but  I 
think  that  there  are  certain  topics  that  should  go  through  the  mining  coordinator  so  that 
information  and  messaging  is  consistent  - but  it’s  hard  to  draw  a hard  line  where  that  is  - so  a 
discussion  would  be  good. 


I also  think  that  just  random  forwarding  of  all  thing  mining  related  to  the  team  leads  to  email 
fatigue.  My  hope  for  the  share  point  site,  which  I’ve  had  zero  time  to  devote  to,  was  that  the  site 
could  act  as  a clearing  house  for  mining  team  members  only  - so  folks  can  post  any  and  all 
things  on  the  “for  mining  team  members  only”  portion  of  the  site,  but  that  for  messaging  with 
wider  distribution  (apart  from  project  specific  stuff)  really  should  go  through  the  mining 
coordinator. 


I hope  this  gives  you  some  sense  of  where  I’m  coming  from  - please  don’t  take  it  as  an  attack  on 
you  or  what  you  do  - but  in  the  particular  case  of  the  Durango  release,  so  much  is  in  flux,  having 
multiple  distribution  without  some  kind  of  idea  of  where  we’re  going  (HQ  is  primarily 
responsible  for  this)  leads  to  a lot  more  work.  OK,  enough  from  me  - have  a good  weekend.
